Yesterday was an interesiiog day tothe manu- 
fecturers of malt liquors, as the case of the city 
against gujie a number of the above gentiemen 
was to be heai:d. Mr. Dannaker opened the case 
for the delense, and made quite a iengthy argu- 
ment ageinet the constitutionality of the ordi- 
mance. During the sfgument Mr, D. read from 
the city chart r to prove that lt was contrad 
ip jis own provisions, end clicd that on page 41 
the following largvage wes used: “Phat the 
license for each brewer shall pot be less than 
$50, nor more then $400,” when, on page 44, the 
following Contiadictorys provision appeared: “No 
tax shal] be as-essed on tools and implements of 
manufacturers in said ei; nor any license be 
required of them for selling their own manufac- 
tures.” Mr. Dapnaker was followed by Gol. 

n, for the en, who contended that the 
Council bad catire control of the matter, and 
bad not overstepped their authority in any par- 
ticular. He said that be did aot suppose it would 
be @lsaputed that the city bas a right to tax the 
law yer, the doctor, oi the merchaet, and he was 
sure the brewer vas as fairly ur der the control 
of the Coupcli as any of the-e. His arguments as 
well as thore of Mr. Deunsker were well sup- 
ported by the au'horities. Col. Hagan was fol- 
lowed by Mr. Mix Im the same line of argument 
as that of Mr. Danpaker. 

After a thorough review of the whole case, 
Judge Craig Said chat he leit himse:f compelled to 
enforce the ordinance, and therefore assessed a 
ane of $25 each on all brewers doing bus‘nes 
without license.
